REFRAINING FROM MALICE AGAINST MUSLIMS

The Noble Prophet JUj «jjlj jbs J* then said: ‘I 
swear by the One under Whose omnipotence my soul is! Any 
Muslim who puts on new clothes and recites this Du’a then 
gives his old clothes to any Miskin/Faqir Muslim for seeking 
the pleasure of Allah JiW, he will remain in refuge, peace, 
and nearness of Allah for as long as even a single thread 
of these clothes remains on him whether the giver is alive or 
has died.’
